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Masonic  Precepts

practice  of  all  the  virtues.  Do  good  for  the  love  of  good¬ 
ness  itself  alone;  ever  keep  thy  soul  in  a  state  so  pure 
as  to  appear  worthily  before  the  presence  of  the  Grand 
Architect  who  is  God.  Love  the  good;  succor  the  weak; 
fly  from  the  wicked;  but  hate  no  one.  Speak  seriously 
with  the  great,  prudent  with  thy  equals,  sincerely  with 
thy  friends,  pleasantly  with  the  little  ones,  tenderly  with 
the  poor.  Do  not  flatter  thy  brother,  that  is  treason;  if 
thy  brother  flatter  thee,  beware  that  he  doth  not  corrupt 
thee.  Listen  always  to  the  voice  of  conscience;  be  a  father 
to  the  poor;  each  sigh  drawn  from  them  by  thy  hard¬ 
heartedness  will  increase  the  number  of  maledictions 
which  will  fall  upon  thy  head;  respect  the  stranger  on 
his  journey  and  assist  him  —  his  person  is  sacred  to  thee; 
avoid  quarrels;  forestall  insults;  ever  keep  the  right  on 
thy  side.  Respect  woman,  never  abuse  her  weakness,  die 
rather  than  dishonor  her.  If  the  Grand  Architect  hath 
given  thee  a  son,  be  thankful,  but  tremble  at  the  trust 
He  hath  confided  to  thee.  Be  to  that  child  the  image  of 
Divinity.  Until  he  is  ten  years  old  let  him  fear  you;  until 
he  is  twenty  let  him  love  you;  and  unto  death  let  him 
respect  you.  Until  he  is  ten  years  old  be  his  master; 
unto  twenty  his  father;  and  unto  death  his  friend.  Aim 
to  give  him  good  principles  rather  than  elegant  manners, 
that  he  may  owe  thee  an  enlightened  rectitude,  and  not  a 
frivolous  elegance;  make  of  him  an  honest  man  rather 
than  a  man  of  dress.  If  thou  blushest  at  thy  condition,  it 
is  pride;  consider  that  it  is  not  the  position  which  honors 
or  degrades  thee,  but  the  manner  in  which  thou  dost  fill 
it.  Read  and  profit,  see  and  imitate,  reflect  and  labor, 
do  all  for  the  benefit  of  thy  brethren  —  that  is  working 
for  thyself,  lie  content  in  all  places,  at  all  times,  and 
with  all  things;  rejoice  in  justice,  despise  iniquity;  suffer 
without  murmuring;  judge  not  lightly  the  conduct  ol 
men,  blame  little,  and  praise  still  less.  It  is  for  the  Grand 
Architect  of  the  Universe  who  searches  the  heart  to  value 
His  work. 
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HATTIE  BRADFORD 


When  Thomas  Smith  with  his  young  bride,  the  charm- 
ins:  Hattie  Bradford,  and  their  two  small  children  Sarah 
and  George,  left  their  home  in  County  Wexford,  Ireland 
to  try  their  fortunes  in  the  new  world,  they  brought  with 
them  not  only  their  tangible  possessions  but  also  the  fam¬ 
ily  legends  and  traditions.  Perhaps  the  most  cherished  of 
the  latter  which  has  been  handed  down  through  innu¬ 
merable  generations  is  the  fact  that  Hattie  Bradford  is  a 
direct  descendant  of  the  Earl  of  Buckingham. 

The  early  line  of  the  family  in  Yorkshire  seems  to 
have  derived  from  Austerfield,  which  was  represented  in 
the  latter  half  of  the  sixteenth  century  by  William  Brad¬ 
ford,  a  yeoman.  He  was  father  of  William,  Robert, 
Thomas  and  Elizabeth.  As  far  as  is  known  only  the  des¬ 
cendants  of  William  and  Thomas  reached  the  new  world. 

William  Bradford  married  Alice,  daughter  of  John 
Hanson,  in  1584  and  had  three  children— Margaret,  Alice 
and  William.  William,  while  still  a  boy  in  his  teens,  be¬ 
came  one  of  the  Pilgrims  who  went  to  the  Netherlands  in 
1609  and  later  came  with  them  to  America  in  1620.  He  was 
the  first  immigrant  of  this  name  in  America.  He  brought 
with  him  his  young  wife,  Dorothy  May,  whom  he  had 
married  at  Amsterdam.  Unfortunately  she  was  acciden- 
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tally  drowned  shortly  before  the  Mayflower  reached  Ply¬ 
mouth.  By  his  wife  Dorothy  he  had  a  son  named  John 
who  later  followed  him  to  America.  William  was  made 
Governor  of  Massachusettes  upon  the  death  of  Governor 
Carver  in  1620,  and  held  that  office  until  his  death  in 
1657.  In  1623  he  married  the  widow  Alice  Carpenter 
Southworth.  To  this  union  were  born  William,  Mary, 
and  Joseph. 

While  William  Bradford  II  remained  in  Yorkshire 
to  rear  his  family,  Thomas,  his  brother,  migrated  to  Ire¬ 
land  and  settled  in  County  Wexford.  It  is  from  this  branch 
of  the  family  that  Hattie  Bradford  descended.  The  exact 
date  of  her  birth  is  unknown.  Hattie  married  Thomas 
Smith  in  County  Wexford,  Ireland. 

In  1854  Hattie  Bradford  Smith  and  her  husband 
Thomas,  and  their  two  children,  Sarah  and  George,  came 
to  America  and  settled  in  Madisonville,  Ohio,  a  small 
suburban,  town  on  the  outskirts  of  Cincinnati.  (Mad¬ 
isonville  is  now  a  suburb  incorporated  in  Cincinnati.) 

The  exact  date  of  Hattie’s  death  has  not  been  estab¬ 
lished.

ISAAC  CUMMINGS 

1601-1677 

Isaac  Cummings,  according  to  tradition,  was  of 
Scottish  ancestry,  claiming  descent  from  the  “Red 
Cumin”  of  Badenoch,  in  the  southeastern  district  of 
Iverness-shire,  a  wild,  mountainous  country  presenting 
wide  stretches  of  bleak  moorland.  It  was  here  that  the 
clan  flourished  from  1080  to  1330  and  then  began  to  de¬ 
cline. 

As  tradition  runs,  “Conines,  Comynges,  Comings, 
Cumyn,  Cumings,  and  Cummings”  are  all  from  the  same 
family  which  rose  to  great  power  and  eminence  in  Scot¬ 
land  and  England.  The  name  was  taken  from  the  town 
Comines  near  Lille,  on  the  frontier  between  France  and 
Belgium. 

In  the  year  1069,  Robert  of  Comines,  or  Comyn,  with 
seven  hundred  horsemen  from  William  the  Conqueror, 
seized  Durham  and  held  it  18  hours.  However,  the  people 
rose  up  against  him,  and  he  perished  in  the  flames  at  the 
burning  of  the  Bishop’s  Palace. 

His  nephew,  William,  became  Chancellor  of  Scotland 
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in  1133.  The  Chancellor’s  nephew,  Richard,  inherited 
the  English  possessions  of  the  family  and  married  the 
Countess  of  Athol,  grand-daughter  of  Donald  Bane,  King 
of  Scots.  His  son,  William,  in  1210,  became  Earl  of 
Bucham  by  marrying  the  Celtic  heiress  of  the  North 
Earldom. 

By  this  marriage  he  became  the  father  of  Alexander, 
Earl  of  Bucham,  who  married  the  daughter  of  Roger-de 
Qucnci,  Earl  of  Winchester. 

By  other  marriages  the  family  obtained  the  Earldom 
of  Angus  of  Athol,  so  that  by  the  middle  of  the  13th 
Century  there  were  in  Scotland,  one  Lord,  four  Earls, 
and  thirty-two  belted  Knights  by  the  name  of  Comyns. 

Within  seventy  years  this  great  house  was  entirely 
overthrown;  there  were  none  left  of  them,  save  those 
who  took  refuge  in  the  Monks  of  Deer  Monastary,  found¬ 
ed  in  1219  by  William  Cumyns,  Earl  of  Bucham. 

John  Cumyns,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Badenoch,  who  was 
in  1291  an  unsuccessful  competitor  for  the  crown,  was  a 
descendant  of  Donald  Bane,  King  of  the  old  Celtic 
Dynasty.  John  Cumyns,  Earl  of  Bucham,  was  defeated 
by  Bruce  in  a  pitched  battle  in  1306. 

Such  of  the  Cumyns  as  escaped  the  sword  found  re¬ 
fuge  with  their  wives  and  children  in  England  where, 
although  they  were  so  poor  as  to  be  dependent  upon  the 
bounty  of  the  English  Court  they  married  into  the  best 
families,  so  that  their  blood  circulated  through  the  nobles 
of  other  Kingdoms  and  descendants  of  King  Henry  the  IV. 

The  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  was  the  representative  of  the 
Lord  of  Badenoch,  who  was  at  the  head  of  the  race. 

In  the  year  1627  a  ship  landed  at  Salem  and  commenc¬ 
ed  a  settlement  there  in  what  are  now  the  adjoining  towns 
of  Topsfield  and  Ipswich,  in  Essex  County.  There  is  no 
log  of  the  vessel  on  which  this  colony  came.  Therefore, 
the  names  of  its  passengers  cannot  be  ascertained,  but 
among  them,  doubtless,  was  Isaac  Cummings.  He  was 
the  first  Cummings,  who,  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn, 
immigrated  to  New  England. 

In  a  deposition  made  by  him  in  March  1666,  he  gave 
his  age  as  65  years,  thus  establishing  his  birth  in  1601. 

Isaac  Cummings  died  in  May  1677  at  the  age  of  sev¬ 
enty-six  years.

STEPHEN  MORTIMER  FAULKNER 

1798-1855 

Stephen  Mortimer  Faulkner,  first  child  of  Stephen 
Faulkner  of  Tslington,  Talford,  near  Manchester,  Eng¬ 
land,  was  born  in  Bolton,  County  of  Lancashire,  England, 
on  Tuesday,  November  13,  1798. 

He  was  first  mate  on  the  ship  (name  unknown)  that 
carried  the  first  American  missionary  to  India.  He  made 
frequent  voyages  to  China,  the  East  Indies  and  Australia, 
and  could  relate  many  thrilling  accounts  of  storms  by  sea 
and  dangers  by  land. 

When  Stephen  was  twenty-four  years  old  he  decided 
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Ray  and  Abigail  Pease  (Hatch),  at  Boston,  on  Tuesday, 
to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  He  was  admitted 
to  citizenship  according  to  the  acts  of  Congress,  in  Boston, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  said  record  is  so 
recorded  in  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston 
under  the  date  of  November  4,  1822,  signed  by  Joseph 

H.  Peirce,  Clerk. 

He  was  married  to  Abigail  Ray,  daughter  of  Caleb 
April  22,  1823.  They  lived  on  Broad  Street  in  Boston 
until  1828. 

He  left  Boston  in  1828  with  his  wife  and  two  sons, 
Stephen  III  and  Charles,  traveling  by  canal  boat  through 
New  York  to  Ohio,  and  thence  by  stage  coach  to  Cincin¬ 
nati,  where  they  established  a  residence. 

Stephen  became  a  river  boat  captain  on  the  Ohio 
Ri\  er  and  lived  many  peaceful  years  with  his  wife  and 
children  in  Cincinnati.  His  son,  Stephen  III,  established 
a  partnership  in  a  planning  mill  under  the  name  ol 
Taylor  and  Faulkner,  located  at  the  corner  of  Freeman 
and  Denman  Street  in  the  west  end  of  Cincinnati.  Den¬ 
man  runs  through  to  Faulgner  Street,  which  was  named 

O  O  7 

in  his  honor. 

He  died  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  September  10,  1855.  and 
is  buried  in  Wesleyan  Cemetery,  Cumminsville.

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JOHN  CHARLES  MEYER 

1820-1868 


John  Charles  Meyer,  first  child  of  John  and  Mary 
Meyer,  was  born  in  Metz,  France,  in  1820.  He  married 
Josephine  LcBlanc  in  Metz,  June  1,  1844.  He  was  a  wine 
merchant  in  Heidelburg,  Germany.  Later  he  was  a  burgo¬ 
master  of  a  small  town  (name  unknown)  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  Rhine  River.  It  is  recorded  that  he  was 
owner  of  vast  acreages  of  vineyards  along  the  Rhine. 
They  were  operated  by  him  and  his  three  sons,  John, 
Edward,  and  Charles,  and  later  by  their  children,  until 
the  World  War  of  1914-1918  when  the  land  and  business 
were  confiscated.  Meyer  Wine  was  very  popular  through¬ 
out  Northwest  Germany,  Denmark,  Belgium,  and  the 
Netherlands.  He  died  in  Heidelburg,  April  1,  1868.

John  Charles  Meyer  IV,  only  child  of  Edward  Louis 
Meyer  II  and  Anna  Mary  Heiss,  was  born  on  Friday, 
February  21,  1902,  at  5:20  in  the  morning,  at  the  home 
of  his  parents  on  the  southwest  corner  ot  Hopkins  and 
Baymiller  Streets,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  He  was  baptized 
on  Sunday,  April  6,  1902,  by  the  Reverend  Emil  K.  L. 
Schmidt  at  St.  Matthew’s  United  Evangelical  Church, 
206  West  Liberty  Street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

John  was  married  to  Dorothy  Olga  Smith  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  on  Friday,  June  27,  1930,  by 
the  Rev.  J.  Hollister  Lynch,  at  the  Church  of  Our  Savior, 
Episcopal,  on  Hollister  Street  in  Mt.  Auburn,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  left  immediately  after  breakfast  for  a  honey¬ 
moon  tour  of  the  Western  States  and  Yellowstone  Na¬ 
tional  Park.  The  marriage  was  witnessed  by  Jane  and 
Thomas  Lynch  of  Newport,  Kentucky. 

John  and  Dorothy  had  one  child,  a  son,  John  Charles 
Meyer  V,  born  at  the  Bethcsda  Maternity  Hospital  on 
Reading  Road,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  5:55  P.M.,  December 
26,  1932. 

In  the  summer  of  1908,  when  John  was  six  years  old, 
the  family  moved  to  Reading,  Ohio,  where  John  attended 
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the  Reading  elementary  school  for  seven  years.  The 
family  then  removed  to  Cincinnati,  and  John  found  em¬ 
ployment.  At  fifteen  he  decided  he  wanted  to  continue 
his  education,  and  enrolled  in  the  Rothenburg  evening 
school,  where  he  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  in 
1918.  In  1922,  he  completed  his  courses  at  Woodward 
Night  High  School  and  received  his  diploma.  He  then 
entered  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Evening  School, 
graduating  in  accounting  and  receiving  his  certificate  in 
1925.  In  1935  he  received  his  degree  as  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Commerce.  He  also  received  the  Delta  Mu 
Delta  AMA  gold  key  for  high  scholastic  achievements 
(highest  award  on  the  evening  campus).  He  became  a 
life  member  of  Alpha  Kappa  Psi,  AKY  professional  fra¬ 
ternity.  He  was  the  first  president  of  the  alumni  associa¬ 
tion  of  the  evening  college  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati, 
and  served  two  years  on  the  executive  council  of  the  par¬ 
ent  body  of  the  U.  of  C.  Alumni. 

John  studied  piano  for  several  terms,  also  taking  les¬ 
sons  on  the  banjo  ukelele,  in  which  he  became  very’  prof¬ 
icient. 

During  high  school  days,  John  was  very  athletic.  He 
won  a  silver  belt  buckle  as  first  prize  for  under  water 
distance  swimming  in  the  Cincinnati  Open  Aquatics 
Meet  for  Children  at  Chester  Park  in  the  summer  of 
1916.  He  was  champion  of  public  night  high  schools 
of  Cincinnati  in  220  yard  high  hurdles,  and  held  first 
honors  in  his  school  for  the  410  yard  dash  in  his  senior 
year.  While  attending  night  university  he  participated 
in  open  A.  A.  U.  Ohio  River  Swims  and  Canoe  Races, 
as  well  as  Y.M.C.A.  events  at  Tower  Hill.  He  won  many 
such  races  and  has  a  collection  of  first  and  second  place 
medals  and  two  silver  loving  cups. 

While  attending  school  at  night,  John  was  gainfully 
employed  during  the  day  at  various  occupations,  includ¬ 
ing  door  to  door  distribution  of  food  products,  newsboy, 
printer’s  helper,  general  work  in  three  different  candy 
factories,  short-order  cook,  stock  keeper  and  shipping 
clerk  at  a  ladic’s  wholesale  dress  company,  assistant  in 
the  action  department  at  the  Baldwin  Piano  Company, 
shipping  clerk  and  truck  driver  for  the  Hisey-Wolf 
Machine  Tool  Company,  book-keeper  and  office  mana¬ 
ger  at  the  Superior  Stamping  Company,  and  finallv  on 
June  first,  1925,  he  entered  the  Burkhardt  Brothers  Com¬ 
pany  as  office  manager.  Within  eight  years  he  was  gen- 
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eral  manager  and  treasurer  of  the  company,  and  six 
years  later  in  January  of  1939,  became  its  president. 

In  addition  to  being  president,  treasurer,  director 
and  general  manager  of  the  Burkhardt  Bros.  Co.,  John 
has  been  very  active  in  outside  organizations,  such  as 
Community  Chest  captain,  Red  Cross  Drive  officer,  and 
for  many  years  chairman  of  the  Father’s  Day  Drive  for 
the  Retail  Stores  of  Cincinnati.

The  family  at  that  time,  was  living  at  3733  Aylesboro 
Avenue,  East  Hyde  Park,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Jack  was 
baptized  on  Easter  Even,  April  15,  1933,  at  three  o’clock, 
by  the  Reverend  J.  Hollister  Lynch,  at  the  Church  Of 
Our  Savious,  Episcopal.  Hollister  Street,  Mt.  Auburn, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Raymond  C.  Eibel  and  Miriam  Lester 
Bateman  were  the  god-father  and  god  mother  respectively. 
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From  the  time  that  Jack  was  ten  days  old  until  he 
was  in  his  teens,  Dr.  Harry  C.  Kendall,  pediatrician,  was 
his  physician  and  health  councillor.

At  two  and  a  half  years  of  age  Jack  was  enrolled  in 
the  University  of  Cincinnati  Nursery  School.

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ROBERT  PEASE 

1607-1 644 

Robert  Pease,  the  progenitor  of  the  Salem  and 
Enfield  Peases  and  father  of  John  Pease,  Sr.,  the  ancestor 
of  the  Enfield,  Connecticut,  Peases,  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  son  of  Robert  and  Margaret  Pease  of  Great 
Baddow,  Essex  County,  England. 

Robert  came  to  this  country  in  the  ship  “Francis” 
from  the  port  of  Ipswich,  England,  the  last  of  April. 
1634,  and  landed  at  Boston.  He  was  accompanied  by 
his  brother  John  and  his  eldest  son  Robert.  His  wife 
Marie  and  other  members  of  his  family  probably  came 
on  a  later  ship. 

He  settled  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  where  he  died  in 
1644,  age  about  37  years.  For  other  particulars  of  this 
ancestor  see  “Early  History  of  Pease  Families  in  Ameri¬ 
ca”.

JOHN  PEASE,  SR. 

1630- 

John  Pease,  Sr.,  son  of  Robert  and  Marie  Pease,  was 
born  in  Essex  County,  England,  about  1630,  and  came  to 
this  country  when  a  lad.  The  first  notice  found  of  him 
is  in  the  Court  Records  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  the 
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settlement  of  his  fathers  estate,  under  the  date  of  August 
27,  1644. 

He  first  married  Mary  Goodell  in  1653.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Catherine  Goodell  who  were 
passengers  of  the  ship  “Elizabeth”  which  sailed  from 
Ipswich,  England,  the  last  of  1634.  She  died  January  5. 
1669,  three  days  after  the  birth  of  her  fifth  child.  He 
married  second,  December  8,  1669,  Ann  Cummings,  the 
third  child  of  Isaac  Cummings  of  Topsfield,  Massachus¬ 
etts.

John  Pease,  Sr.  was  made  a  freeman  April  29,  1668, 
by  the  general  court,  and  took  oath  before  the  county 
court  June  30,  1668.  He  joined  the  first  church  at  Salem, 
to  which  his  grandmother,  Margaret  Pease,  and  father 
had  belonged.  July  4,  1667.  On  October  6,  1681,  Sacra¬ 
ment  Day,  John  Pease  and  wife  had  a  letter  of  recommen¬ 
dation  granted  to  the  church  in  Springfield.

DEACON  ISAAC  PEASE 

1672-1731 

Deacon  Isaac  Pease,  the  sixth  and  youngest  son  of 
John,  Senior,  and  Ann  (Cummings)  Pease,  was  born  at 
Salem,  July  15,  1672.  He  married  Mindwell  Osborne, 
June  9,  1691,  and  settled  in  the  North  Eastern  part  of 
Enfield,  Connecticut,  not  far  from  what  is  now  Shaker 
Village.  He  appears  to  have  been  an  extensive  land 
holder,  a  leading  citizen,  and  was  among  the  first  to 
hold  the  office  of  Deacon  in  the  Congregational  church 
of  that  town. 

The  town  of  Enfield  in  Hartford  County  was  named 
and  granted  by  Massachusetts,  May  1683.  It  was  annexed 
to  Connecticut  on  May,  1749.  The  First  Congregational 
Church  was  organized  in  1683.  The  marriages  recorded 
begin  with  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Nehemia  Prudden, 
1782-1815. 

Isaac  Pease  died  July  9,  1731,  in  his  fifty-ninth  year. 
His  grave  and  tombstone  are  to  be  seen  in  good  condition 
in  the  burying  ground  north  of  the  central  meeting  house 
in  Enfield,  Connecticut.

ISAAC  PEASE 
1727- 

Isaac  Pease,  the  second  child  and  oldest  son  of  Isaac 
Pease  and  Amy  (French)  Pease,  was  born  in  Enfield, 
Connecticut,  in  August,  1727. 
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He  married  Rachael  Hall  of  Somers,  Connecticut, 
on  January  13,  1748. 

During  the  re-organization  of  the  Continental  force 
before  Boston,  Washington  called  for  regiments  from  the 
New  England  States  to  guard  the  lives  at  various  points 
until  the  new  army  had  been  well  established.  Con¬ 
necticut  sent  three  regiments  under  Colonel  James  Wads¬ 
worth,  Erastus  Walcott,  and  John  Douglas.  They  reach¬ 
ed  Boston  toward  the  end  of  January  and  remained 
about  six  weeks. 

The  rolls  of  Colonel  Walcott’s  regiment  alone  are  on 
file.  It  formed  a  part  of  the  detachment  from  the  army 
that  occupied  Boston  after  the  enemy  evacuated  the 
town. 

Isaac  Pease  served  in  this  war  of  the  Revolution  on 
the  side  of  the  Colonies  with  Colonel  Walcott’s  Regiment 
in  the  Seventh  Company  from  Enfield,  Connecticut, 
under  Captain  John  Simmons.

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THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  RAY 


The  name  of  RAY,  RAE,  or  WRAY  is  believed  to 
have  been  derived  in  some  cases  from  the  nickname  of 
“the  roe,"  referring  to  some  characteristic  of  its  first 
bearer  which  was  reminiscent  of  a  stag  or  buck.  In  many 
cases,  however,  it  was  of  local  origin  and  was  derived 
from  the  residence  of  its  first  bearers  at  or  near  the 
“wray"  or  corner. 

Among  the  first  of  the  family  to  emigrate  to  America 
were  Caleb  Ray  or  Rae  (sometimes  Rea)  and  his  brother 
Daniel  (most  frequently  Wray),  who  came  from  England 
to  Massachusetts  in  1630  and  settled  at  Boston  and 
Plymouth,  respectively.  Of  these  brothers,  Caleb  was 
either  the  father  or  grandfather  of  William  Ray  of  Nan¬ 
tucket  and  Caleb  Ray  of  Boston  in  the  latter  seventeenth 
century. 

Daniel,  brother  of  the  immigrant  Caleb,  removed 
from  Plymouth  to  Salem  in  1631.  He  is  thought  to  have 
had  issue  by  his  wife  Bethia-of  Bethia,  foshua,  and  Sarah. 
The  son,  Joshua,  was  married  in  1652  to  Sarah  Waters 
and  had  issue  by  her  of  Daniel,  Rebecca,  Sarah  (died  in 
infancy),  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Bethia,  Joshua,  John  and 
Hannah.

1766-1826 

According  to  the  History  of  Hingham,  Massachusetts, 
Volume  III,  page  121.

His 
wife  was  Abigail  Pease  (Hatch)  widow.  While  in  Hing¬ 
ham,  he  resided  on  North  Street,  near  the  harbor.

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LOUIS  SCHAEFER 

1813-1888 


Louis  Schaefer  was  born  in  Germany  in  1813.  He 

/ 

studied  at  the  University  of  Heidelberg  and  at  the 
clinics  in  Leipzig  where  he  qualified  for  his  Doctor  of 
Medicine  degree.  He  later  specialized  in  surgery.  He 
then  returned  to  Heidelberg  and  established  a  practice. 

He  married  Catherine _ of  Heidelberg. 

Between  1850  and  1854  there  was  political  chaos  in 
Germany  and  great  liberal  and  national  movements  led 
by  Karl  Schurz,  Karl  Marx,  and  Lothar  Bucher  bordering 
on  a  revolution.  On  the  outbreak  of  the  Crimean  War 
(1854),  even  though  it  appeared  that  Germany  would 
remain  neutral,  Louis  Schaefer,  fearful  of  being  inducted 
into  the  German  army,  removed  himself  and  his  family 
to  America  in  a  sailing  boat,  settled  in  Cincinnati.  Ohio, 
and  established  himself  as  a  doctor  and  surgeon. 

When  the  civil  war  broke  out  he  was  inducted  into 
the  Army  on  the  side  of  the  North,  doing  surgical  work 
in  hospitals  and  on  the  battlefield. 

During  his  reclining  years  he  retired  to  the  Soldiers’ 
Home  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  he  died  in  1888.  He  is 
buried  in  the  Soldiers’  Cemetery  in  Dayton,  Ohio.

1799-1868 

Brother  of  George  Smith  and  Deacon  Richard  Smith, 
Thomas  Smith  was  born  in  County  Wexford,  Ireland, 
in  1799.  He  came  to  America  with  his  wife,  Hattie 
Bradford,  his  children,  Sarah  and  George,  and  his  two 
brothers  in  1841,  and  settled  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Thomas  Smith  and  his  youngest  son,  William,  made 
custom  built,  hand-made  shoes  and  boots  at  Madison- 
ville,  Ohio,  under  the  name  of  Thomas  Smith  &  Son. 
Madisonville  has  since  been  annexed  to  Cincinnati. 

He  later  returned  to  Cincinnati  (North  Side).  He 
died  in  1868  in  his  sixty-ninth  year,  and  was  buried  in 
Cumminsville  Cemetery.

DEACON  RICHARD  SMITH 

1823-1898 

Richard  Smith,  brother  of  Thomas  and  George  Smith, 
was  born  in  County  Wexford,  Ireland,  in  1823.  He 
migrated  to  America  in  1841,  with  his  two  brothers,  and 
settled  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  was  married  here.  He 
is  reputed  to  have  had  a  very  brilliant  career,  first  as  a 
reporter  of  financial  news  on  the  staff  of  the  Cincinnati 
Commercial  Gazette,  and  later  as  editor  and  part  owner 
of  the  same  newspaper.  His  home  at  3345  Whitfield 
Avenue,  in  Clifton,  was  a  rambling  red  brick  structure, 
trimmed  in  white  limestone.  Dixsmyth  Avenue  in  Clif¬ 
ton  was  named  in  his  honor. 
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When  the  Prince  of  Wales,  later  King  Edward  VII, 
of  England,  visited  Cincinnati  in  18G0,  the  future  mon¬ 
arch  spent  an  informal  evening  at  the  Smith  home  on 
Whitfield  Avenue  with  Richard  and  his  nephew,  George 
Washington  Smith,  who  was  at  that  time,  foreman  of  the 
composing  room  at  the  Cincinnati  Commercial  Gazette. 

Richard  was  a  very  ardent  church  worker  and  became 
Deacon  of  the  Clifton  Presbyterian  Church,  which  posi¬ 
tion  he  held  for  manv  years. 

He  died  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio  in  1898  and  is  buried  in 
Spring  Grove  Cemetery.

GEORGE  WASHINGTON  SMITH 

1838-1870 

George  Washington  Smith,  second  child  and  oldest 
son  of  Thomas  Smith  and  Hattie  Bradford  was  born 
Tuesday  morning,  January  30,  1838,  at  County  Wexford, 
Ireland.  He  migrated  to  America  with  his  sister  Sarah, 
his  parents,  his  uncle  George,  and  his  Uncle  Richard,  in 
1841,  and  was  reared  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

George  was  a  graduate  of  the  Farmers  College,  now 
known  as  the  Ohio  Military  Institute,  located  in  College 
Hill,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati.  He  also  studied  the  violin, 
and  was  the  proud  possessor  of  a  genuine  Hopf,  which 
he  gave  to  his  son  Clarence  Lockwood,  who  handed  it 
down  to  his  daughter  Dorothy  Olga,  who  in  turn  passed 
it  on  to  her  son  John  Charles  Meyer  V. 

George  married  Cordelia  Faulkner  on  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing,  June  10,  1860,  at  the  home  of  the  bride.  He  was  a 
journalist  and  foreman  of  the  composing  room  at  the 
Cincinnati  Commercial  Gazette. 

When  the  Prince  of  Wales,  (later  King  Edward  of 
England)  visited  Cincinnati  in  1860,  George  spent  an 
informal  evening  with  the  future  monarch  and  his  Uncle 
Richard  Smith,  at  his  uncle’s  home  on  Whitfield  Ave., 
in  Clifton. 

George  died  of  pneumonia  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in 
J870  and  is  buried  in  the  Cumminsville  Cemeterv.  He

was  32  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  first  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
founded  in  Cincinnati,  in  1784.

Mary  Smith,  third  child  and  youngest  daughter  of 
Thomas  Smith  and  Hattie  Bradford,  was  born  at  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio.

WILLIAM  SMITH 

William  Smith,  the  fourth  child,  and  youngest  son 
of  Thomas  Smith  and  Hattie  Bradford,  was  born  at 
Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

William  was  a  graduate  of  the  Farmers’  College,  now 
known  as  the  Ohio  Military  Institute,  at  College  Hill, 
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a  suburb  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  He  never  married.  He 
was  a  custom-made  shoe  builder  by  trade,  but  later 
worked  at  the  United  States  Customs  House  in  Cincin¬ 
nati  as  an  inspector.  During  the  later  part  of  his  life 
he  was  a  U.  S.  Postal  Clerk  in  charge  of  a  sub-station  at 
Los  Angeles,  California.  During  these  years  he  lived  at 
the  home  of  his  niece,  Edith  Barrows  Keefe,  and  passed 
away  there.  He  is  buried  on  the  family  lot  in  Inglewood 
Cemetery,  Los  Angeles,  California. 


CLARENCE  LOCKWOOD  SMITH 

1862-19 

Clarence  Lockwood  Smith,  second  child  of  George 
Washington  Smith  and  Cordelia  Faulkner,  was  born  at 
365  West  Court  Street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  Tuesday, 
November  4,  1862.  He  received  his  formal  education  at 
Cincinnati  and  Madisonville  Public  Schools.  The  latter 
gave  regular  college  preparatory  courses  through  the 
tenth  grade.  He  took  up  advanced  studies  by  corre¬ 
spondence  courses  of  the  Chautauqua  system  of  educa¬ 
tion,  Chautauqua,  New  York. 

Clarence  studied  violin  first  under  Adam  Mann  of 
Madisonville,  Ohio.  After  he  became  more  advanced  he 
studied  with  the  outstanding  violin  teacher  of  that  era 
in  this  locality,  Jacques  Sternberg,  of  Budapest  and 
Berlin.  Clarence  also  studied  other  musical  instruments 
and  became  quite  accomplished  on  the  viola  and  cello, 
as  well  as  the  violin.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  the 
concert-meister  and  assistant  director  of  Trinity  Orches¬ 
tra,  which  gave  semi-annual  concerts  to  over-flow  au¬ 
diences  in  Emery  Auditorium.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  Masonic  Orchestras.  He  owned  a 
number  of  fine  violins,  among  them  a  genuine  Bergonzi. 

Clarence  was  a  member  of  the  Madisonville  Literary 
Society  and  served  as  secretary  and  treasurer  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  He  was  made  a  Master  Mason,  third  degree. 
May  28,  1892  at  Madisonville  Lodge,  number  419  F.  and 
A.M.,  which  body  in  May  1942  presented  him  with  a 
gold  medal  in  honor  of  his  fifty  years  of  membership  as 
a  true  and  loyal  brother  Mason.  From  childhood  and 
throughout  his  life  he  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 
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Clarence  married  Cordelia  Francis  Long,  in  a  simple, 
private  wedding  ceremony,  in  the  parsonage  of  a  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  at  Louisville,  in  Jefferson  County,  Kentucky, 
at  high  noon  on  June  7,  1901.  Immediately  after  the 
ceremony,  they  left  for  an  extensive  Western  honeymoon. 
Upon  their  return  they  settled  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in 
a  cozy  apartment  in  the  Smith  Building,  at  1707  Syca¬ 
more  Hill. 

In  his  youth,  Clarence  had  various  positions.  His 
first  one  was  with  the  Methodist  Book  Concern,  then  the 
Wabash  Railroad,  and  the  Ohio  Mississippi  R.R.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-eight  he  was  employed  by  the  Indianapolis, 
Cincinnati,  and  Louisville  R.R.,  which  was  later  named 
the  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  R.R.. 
(the  Big  Four).  This  road  finally  merged  with  the  New 
York  Central  Svstem.  He  worked  for  this  railroad  con-

tinuously  for  forty-two  years,  through  all  these  mergers, 
scarcely  missing  a  day.  He  advanced  from  job  to  job 
until  he  became  the  local  freight  agent  in  charge  of 

o  o  o 

Brighton  Station.  He  was  retired  on  his  seventieth 
birthday  and  given  a  life  pension  as  a  reward  for  his 
faithful  services.  His  co-workers  presented  him  with  a 
beautiful  cabinet  model  radio  as  a  farewell  gift  of  affec¬ 
tionate  esteem. 

Upon  the  death  of  his  wife,  Cordelia  Frances  Long, 
on  April  16,  1945,  he  made  his  home  with  his  daughter 
Dorothy  and  her  husband  John  C.  Meyer  and  grandson, 
Jack  Meyer,  at  their  hilltop  home  on  Broadview  Drive 
in  Country  Club  Heights,  a  suburb  of  the  eastern  section 
of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Clarence  loved  to  travel,  and  journeyed  extensively 
over  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Mexico.  Now  in  his 
eighty-sixth  year  lie  is  planning  a  trip  to  the  British 
Isles,  accompanied  by  his  grandson.  Jack.

Dorothy  Olga  Smith,  only  child  and  daughter  of 
Clarence  Lockwood  Smith  and  Cordelia  Frances  Long, 
was  born  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Wednesday,  February  9, 
1904.  She  received  her  education  in  the  Cincinnati 
Public  Schools,  Woodward  High  School  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Cincinnati,  College  of  Liberal  Arts.  She  majored 
in  English  and  foreign  languages.  She  studied  Latin, 
German,  French  and  Spanish  and  was  at  one  time  con¬ 
versant  in  the  last  three.  She  studied  journalism  under 
George  Newland  of  the  Cincinnati  Post.  She  became 
special  reporter  for  that  paper  and  contributed  both 
news  and  feature  articles.  Continuing  the  work  began 
by  her  mother  she  wrote,  “Out  of  the  Mouthes  of  Babes” 
and  “Pointed  Paragraphs”  for  the  Chicago  Daily  News 
for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  her  marriage. 

Dorothy  studied  violin  and  viola  with  her  father, 
August  Peters  and  Ralph  Plummer  of  the  Cincinnati 
Symphony  Orchestra.  She  studied  piano,  theory,  har¬ 
mony,  and  history  of  music  with  Mrs.  B.  E.  K.  Evans  of 
the  Cincinnati  Conservatory  of  Music.  She  played  in  the 
first  violin  section  of  the  College  of  Music  Orchestra 
under  Adolph  Hahn,  viola  and  first  violin  in  the  Wood¬ 
ward  High  School  Orchestra  under  Joseph  Surdo,  first 
violin  in  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Student  Symphony 
Orchestra  under  Karl  Wecker,  in  the  Celeste  Sevmour 
and  Ralph  Plummer  orchestras  and  various  church 
orchestras.  During  the  1923-24  season  she  played  in  the 
first  violin  section  of  the  Woman’s  Symphony  Orchestra 
of  Los  Angeles,  California. 

In  1927  Dorothy  became  a  member  of  the  Riverside 
Culture  Club,  the  oldest  literary  club  of  this  type  in  the 
state  of  Ohio.  It  was  organized  in  1893.  She  held  every 
office  in  the  club  including  the  presidency  for  the  two 
years  1940-41  and  1941-42.  She  was  also  a  member  of  the 
English  Drama  Guild  and  the  Sound,  Hi-Litc  and 
Shadow  Hobby  (dub.  She  belonged  to  Golden  Rod 
Chapter  No.  55,  Order  of  Eastern  Star.  She  served  her 
chapter  as  Martha,  a  star  point,  in  1924,  Associate  Con¬ 
ductress  in  1925,  Conductress  in  1926,  Associate  Matron 
in  1927,  and  Worthy  Matron,  the  highest  office  in  a 
local  chapter,  in  1928.  She  was  appointed  and  served 
as  Grand  Adah  of  the  Ohio  Grand  Chapter  of  the  East¬ 
ern  Star  in  1930.

Dorothy  married  John  Charles  Meyer  IV  on  Friday, 
June  27,  1930,  in  a  private  ceremony  at  7:00  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  at  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Episcopal, 
on  Hollister  Street,  Mt.  Auburn.  The  Rev.  J.  Hollister 
Lynch  officiated.  Thomas  Lynch  and  his  fiancee  wit¬ 
nessed  the  wedding.  (Dorothy  was  a  member  of  this 
church  and  had  been  baptized  and  confirmed  in  this 
faith  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lynch.  She  taught  Sunday  School 
and  played  both  the  piano  and  violin  there  at  various 
times  for  the  church  school.)  Immediately  after  the 
wedding  breakfast,  Dorothy  and  John  started  on  their 
wedding  trip  by  automobile  to  Yellowstone  National 
Park  and  points  of  scenic  interest  in  the  western  states.

After  arriving  in  this  country  he 
became  the  owner  of  a  large  farm  near  Kokomo,  Indiana.
